URKADFUL RAILKOAD ACCIDE>T.—^The S p r i n g - 
lield (ni.) Register of Monday says that the pas- 
senger train, on the Great Western road, which 
left tliat city on Saturday morning at 3:20, go- 
ing west, met with a serious accident at Man- 
xes terre bridge, seven miles west of J«ckson- 
ville, which had well nigh resulted in the loss 
of several lives. It appears that the watchman, 
w ho had been in the employ of the company 
for the last five years, left the road on Tuesday 
last, and came to this city for his pay, leaving 
at his post a new hand. 
On Saturday morning 
ilie latter discovered that the bridge was on 
fire, and immediately started eastward to meet 
the train and give the alarm. f{e liad not gone 
more than thirty or forty yards when the cars 
^ ere upon him. 
The engine was immediately 
reversed, but owing to the slippery condition 
• f the track and the proximity of the train to 
1 he scene of the disaster, the partial accident 
which resulted could not possibly be avoided, 
f lic engine and baggage car were precipitated 
into ilie creek through the burning bridgt.— 
J ortuuately the couplings'between the baggage 
and passenger cars gave way, and this saved 
the lives of hundreds. 
The old watchman, 
\\ hose name was Elijah Montaine, happened to 
Li un the tender at the time, and was instantly 
kilfed. The engineer, John Johnson, was slight- 
ly injured, and a iirenian, John Humes, so bad- 
ly injured that slender hopes are entertained 
of his recovery.

HoifV to keep Potatoes. 


More potatoes are spoiled through sweating 
than freezing. 
I never lose any, but save them 
thus: 
1 raise the place six inches where 1 
want tho pit or hole, beating it hard with the 
spade. 
1 throw the potatoes on, shaping like 
a pyramid, and cover thickly with straight clean 
straw. 
I then commence at the bottom, throw- 
ing on the earth and trample it hard with my 
feet; ono foot thick is plenty. 
When within a 
foot of the top, I make a hole in the straw with 
my hand, and jmt iu a small funnel, one foot 
Jong and throe incher square. 
Close tho straw 
tight around the funnel, and cover closely with 
earth, clapping the whole solid with the spade. 
Lot tho funnel remain two weeks, (cover it with 
a email board in case of rain,) then take it out, 
close the hole with straw, cover with 
earth, 
place a glcensod on the top, set four small fork- 
ed stakes iu the ground around the heap, cover 
with boards to keep ofi" rain and I will insure 
your potatoes.
